At its conclusion, by 
the unanimous request of the members 
present, he kindly permitted the fol- 
lowing extracts to be made for publi- 
cation. It is to be regretted that his 
entire remarks cannot be given in full, 
but their length precludes so desirable 
a result. After the usual introductory 


merits of his subject, which was as 
follows : 

When the Immortal Five first con- 
vened in the city of Baltimore, on the 
26th day of April, 1819—a period 
within the memory of many yet living 
—for the purpose of institating this 
Order, and to formulate a code of laws 
for its government, based upon the 
principles of friendship, love and truth, 
how limited was their conception of 
the magnitude of the undertaking, for 
within a period of seventy years, its 
membership has increased from units 
to hundreds of thousands, and 
its contributions for relief and charity 
from a mere nominal sum to millions 
of dollars annually. The earlier years 
of the historv of our Order represent 
trials and difficulties that required 
herculean efforts on the part of its 
founders to bring order out of chaos.

AMONG THE GLACIERS. 


Grand and Remarkable Traces of 
Nature's Powerful Enginery. 


If we go forth iato our fields and pastures, 
he began, we see rocks and bowlders scat- 
tered promiscuously and in countiess num- 
ders, which have been transported from 
their original beds by some giant force 
which dominated the world in 6 primitive 
age, but unknown since the historic period. 
If in our northern latitudes we lay bare the 
flanks of the mountains we find the under- 
lying ledges all ground ‘and polished by 
some powerful enginery of nature, which 

down their naked sides, plow- 


their weighty burdens of drift above the 
stratified deposits of a yet earlier period, 
and the heterogenous masses of mingled 
dirt, gravel and bowlders found among our 
mountains and stretching east and west 
along our temperate zone all point to a time 
when glaciers, like, those of Greenland, 
moved over our tinent and. sept their 
mighty berge into the sea. But whence 
came this power and whither has it gone? 
is the question which naturally comes to 
every lip. There are abundant reasons to 
believe that this glacial force is periodic, 
like so many other of the operations of nat- 
ure 


Several théUties have been at 
different times to account for the periodicity 
of glacial action. That of Croll, which ac- 
counts for the varying mean temperature of 
the earth by the revolutions of the séasons 
around the earth’s orbit and the changing 
eccentricity of the orbit itself, seems to be 
the most rational. Winter at apbelion must 
be longer and colder than winter at peri- 


helion, and the variation must increase with | 


the increase of the eccentricity of the orbit, 
and with the increase of the inclination of 
the axis of the earth to tue plane of its 


orbit.
